July 1B74 when I ho postal service an- 
nounced its Intention to purchase land 
lor a centrally located branch In tho 
Village. 


THE NEW POST office Is part of a 


$121.7 million Chicago-area expansion 
and modernization program that In- 
cludes construction of 32 offices, 
branches or stations. 


The Elk Grave Village Assn. of In- 


dustry and Commerce has been ask- 
ing postal authorities to consider 
opening a branch for the past 2H 
years. 


Stanley Klybcr, association execu- 


tive vice president said Monday, "The 
site selection is heartening news and 
I'm happy the postal authorities are 
making progress. 


"Half n million pieces of mail nro 


sent out of Elk Grove Village dally, 
and the present post office Is not big 
enough or capable of handling this 
volume of mall," Klybcr said. 


Klybcr said tho new branch office 


will benefit both businessmen and 
residents. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE'S current 


post office branch Is at 078 Grovo 
Mall. A carrier annex at 788 Arlington 


U.S. POSTAL Service officials are 
negotiating for property at the

Heights Rd. gives carriers room to 
sort mail, but docs not offer service to 
the public. 


The current office is under the ad- 


ministrative control of the Arlington 
Heights Post Office although most Elk 
Grove Village mall comes directly 
from the sectional processing center 
In Franklin Park. 


Walter Dyer, postal service public 


information officer, said construction 
of the Elk Grovo Village facility is ex- 
pected to begin Immediately after the 
land Is acquired. 


Although tho architectural design of 


the building has not been decided, it 
will bo a full-service office and proba- 
bly a one-story building with about 
13,000 square feet of floor space, he 
said. 


Schools OK $1 fee hike 
for summer registration 


A $1 Increase In tho registration fee 


for summer school in Elk Grove 
Township Dlst. 59 was approved Mon- 
day night by tho board of education. 


Tho board voted to raise tho fee 


from $4 to $3 to cover tho cost of sup- 
plies and materials. 


Tho vote came over the objection of 


board member Gerald Smiley, who 
said ho did not believe tho fee reflects 
tho cost of materials used by the stu- 
dents. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board 


amended tho education fund of its 
1074-75 budget to reflect changes In 
revenue and expenditures from tho 
projected amounts.

mainly because of increased salaries 
of administrators and teachers and In- 
creased heating costs. 


Tho revised budget shows a de- 


crease in revenue of $107,022, mainly 
because of a decline In state old. 


Tho board must go through formal 


proceedings of publicly displaying and 
holding a public bearing before adopt- 


ing tho amended budget bccuasc it bi- 
valves an increase of more than 10 
per cent In one section.

Tho district board of education ear- 


lier this year authorized raising the 
present $12 fee to as much as $15 if 
needed. A subsequent district study of 
textbook needs has prompted the dis- 
trict administration to set tho fee at 
$14 for the 1875-76 school year. 


Rising costs of texts and materials 


has forced the district to subsidize 
textbook fees an estimated $50,000 this 
year. According to the Illinois School 
Code, school districts that charge 
rental fees must cover the entire cost 
of the books and supplies through the 
fco and may not subsidize the pur- 
chase of books and supplies substan- 
tially.

Riven formal approval Monday by the 
County Board and will toko effect 
July I. 


County commissioners Carl R. Han- 


sen, Ronald R. Larson and Harold L. 
Tyrrell cast the only votes against the 
now tax. Comr. Floyd T. Fullc, who 
called for curtailing county govern- 
ment services to avoid tho tax, voted 
"pass" ami predicted tho county 
would be forced to consider other new 
taxes unless "wo take the Initiative to 
cut back." 


The law, which liquor-Industry or- 


ganizations aro expected to challenge 
In court, puts a local tax of it per 
gallon on liquor, four cents per gallon 
on beer and 12 cents per gallon on 
wine of 14 per cent alcohol or less and

AT MONDAY'S board meeting, 


Morton Slcgel, general counsel for tho 
Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., urged the

administering and enforcing a local li- 
quor tax. Slegel, who led the five-hour 
Industry barrage against the proposed 
tax at last week's public hearing, pre- 


dicted court battles over the law 
would stop Its enforcement for five 
years. 


He also said the tax won't bring in 


the $18 million the county expects it to 
yield. Many tavern keepers and liquor 
store owners will Ignore the tax and 
refuse to report their sales to the 
county, he said. 


Both liquor industry spokesmen and 


the suburban commissioners who op- 
posed the tax sold they feared the law 
would hurt the business of restau- 
rants, taverns and liquor stores in 
communities close to the county bor- 
ders. 


Tyrrell unsuccessfully urged the 


tax be changed to apply to wholesale 
rather than retail sales. He said the 
change would avoid the bureaucracy 


of the county having to deal with 
more than 9,000 retail liquor dealers. 


IIANSEN SAID administering tho 


law as a retail tax "could be called a 
patronage boondoggle" But Dunne 
denied there would be massive num- 
bers of new county employes to ad- 
minister the tax, and accused Hansen 
of "talking out of both sides of his 
mouth at the same time" in endorsing 
county programs but not the taxes to 
finance them 


Opponents were predicting the law 


would require 100 to 300 additional 
county employes and might raise only 
$3 million a year in revenue 


The law doesn't require county tax 


stamps on liquor containers The ordi- 
nance provides for penalties of up to 
$1,000 for violations of the law.

Tho estimated $23 million cost of a stadium for tho Chicago Bears 


at Arlington Pork Race Track Is unrcaUsdcally low, the president 
of the Chicago Park District, Patrick L. CCMallcy, said Monday. 
O'Mallcy, who is responsible for tho operation of Soldier Field in 
Chicago, predicted that tho price tag on the proposed 80,000-scat 
stadium will bo at least $40 million. Ho said ho suspects the Village 
of Arlington Heights will not issuo tax-free municipal revenue bonds 
to construct tho stadium. Tho Bears arc under contract to play 
their 1075 and 1078 homo games in Soldier Field. But by 1977, team 
owner George Ilalas says ho hopes to open tho season in a new 
stadium next to tho race track. 


County traffic courts rapped 


The Hoffman Estates village prosecutor has criticized tho county 


traffic court system for tho second straight year, characterizing it 
as "an injustice to tho people." Richard N. Williams, in his annual 
report to the village, sold he continues to view procedures In traffic 
court "with disbelief and a shaking of tho head." Williams, a law 
professor, charged that "illegal defenses arc permitted by custom," 
and "procedures that send dangerous drivers back to tho streets 
are continued. This system provides an Injustice to the people, tho 
motoring public, whom It is designed to protect," ho said.

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CIA never asked to spy in U.S.: Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - Secretory 


of State Henry A. Kissinger said Mon- 
day that during his tenure in Wash- 
ington the National Security Council 
has never directed or approved do- 
mestic spying operations by the CIA. 


Kissinger heads the NSC, which has 


general responsibility for tho Central 
Intelligence Agency. Ho and Defense 
Secretary James Schlosingcr, a for- 
mer CIA director, were tho main wit- 
nesses at a closed meeting of tho 
Rockefeller commission. 


"In my period of being in Washing- 


ton tho National Security Council did 
not concern Itself with domestic In- 
telligence and therefore this Is not a 
subject that could be pursued with the 
commission," Kissinger told reporters 
after two hours of testimony before 
the presidential pond headed by Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


Kissinger refused to discuss wheth- 


er ho had talked to the commission — 
created to study U. S. intelligence 
agencies — about reports that the CIA 
was involved in plots to assassinate 
foreign leaders. But he said that 


"these allegations pertain to a period 
of time In which I have no personal 
knowledge," meaning prior to his 
coming to Washington in 1968. 'i 


Another witness before the commis- 


sion, William McCone, was director of 
tho CIA from 1961 to 1965 — the peri- 
od during which it has been reported 
the CIA was involved in a plot to kill 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 


"During my term of office there 


was no authorized plot against Castro 
or anyone else," McCone told report- 


ers. "This Is not consistent with the 
moral values of the United States or 
the CIA." 


McCone said that there may have 


been discussions among some CIA of- 
ficials of assassination plots, "but 
none was.brought to my attention." 


Kissinger was asked about testi- 


mony by former CIA director Richard 
Helms who said that "presidential 
pressure" was responsible for the CIA 
undertaking domestic spying, which is 
prohibited in the charter under which 


the agency was created following 
World War U: 


"No such presidential concern was 


transmitted through me or through 
the National Security Council," Kis- 
singer replied. 


Kissinger refused to discuss the de- 


tails of his testimony, but said, "We 
reviewed In general terms the oper- 
ation of the intelligence system and 
the degree of presidential control in 
those areas in which I have knowl- 
edge which concerns foreign In- 
telligence."

Refugees ready camp government

Vietnamese refugees settled into 


their American camps Monday, even 
netting up their own camp govern- 
ment at two of tho locations, while 
U.S. officials considered tho problems 
of their care. 


In Washington, tho administration 


gave assurances that Vietnamese and 
Cambodian evacuees will bo dis- 
tributed evenly around tho country to 
ensure that no area suffers economic 
hardship. L. Dean Brown, coordinator 
of tho refugee program, outlined relo- 
cation plans before a House subcom- 
mittee as President Ford asked Con- 


gress to authorize up to $507 million 
for this purpose through the middle of 
next year. 


At Camp Pcndleton, Calif., and Fort 


Chaffco, Ark., tho refugees moved to 
start their own camp organizations, 
Including a "mayor" to act as spokes- 
man, with tho approval of tho base 
commanders. 


Diplomatic sources In Brussels said 


Secretory of State Henry Kissinger 
sent a note to the Common Market 
last week asking help in resettling ref- 
ugees. 


Tho sources aid Kissinger's note 


was delivered to Irish Foreign Min- 


ister Garret FltzGerald, president of 
the Common Market's Council of Min- 
isters, and was discussed in Dublin 
last week by ambassadors of the nine 
market nations. 


At Subic Bay in the Philippines, a 


Naval spokesman sold that over 60,000 
Vietnamese refugees have been fer- 
ried In and out by the Navy and Air 
Force in the past two days. 


With 8,751 evacuees In the Camp 


Talega area of Pendleton and 3,323 
more coming, Brig. Gen. Paul G. 
Graham gave approval to an "in- 
frastructure" — a government within 
the military command — headed by 


Viet Communists free political prisoners

Communist news agencies reported 


Monday South Vietnam's new Com- 
munist rulers have freed political 
prisoners from "tiger cages" on Con 
Son island, welcomed two Soviet ships 
to Da Nang and allowed foreigners to 
move freely on tho streets of Saigon. 


The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug, 


said tho new government released all 
political prisoners of tho old regime 
held without trial and was organizing 
a welcome for them In Saigon. 


The Soviet news agency Tass, 


meanwhile, reported two Russian 
ships have carried food and fuel to the 
South Vietnamese city of Da Nang, 
becoming tho first ships to enter the 
port since It fell to the Communists. 


Western diplomats in Moscow said 


they expected the Soviet government 
to move quickly to supply tho South 
Vietnamese Communists In a move to 
blunt Chinese influence In tho area.

Thousands left by ship and 18,000 


more flew the 1,500 miles from Sublc 
Bay. 


About 12,000 refugees are on Grande 


Island off the base, waiting trans- 
portation to Guam. . 


As many as 30,000 more refugees 


were believed to be on Vietnamese 
ships In tho South China Sea and per- 
haps will arrive later in the week, of- 
ficials said. 


Nationalist China said it is ready to 


help 1,100 Vietnamese refugees on two 
of its ships heading toward Kaohsiung 
in southern Taiwan. 


Australia annnounced it has granted 


temporary residence to the staff of 
the South Vietnamese embassy and 
their families. 


Britain is giving "urgent consid- 


eration" to admitting Vietnamese ref- 
ugees. Newspapers reported the gov- 
ernment was under pressure from the 
United States and Hong Kong, which 
is swamped by 4,000 escapees from 
South Vietnam.

Ways and Means Committee action 
Tax on auto fuel efficiency OKd 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - The 


House Ways .and Means Committee 
approved Monday a tax on automo- 
biles based on how many miles they 
get per gallon of gasoline. 


Proponents called it a way to turn 


the industry around toward gos-cf- 
Hcient cars. Opponents said it was "a 
mouse," a "faint memory," and a 
"slap on the wrist" 


Tho vote could conceivably be 


changed as the committee completes 
consideration of tho energy tn:< bill. U 
has already approved, also tentative- 
ly, a federal gasoline tax increase of 
at least three cents a gallon. 


The fuel efficiency tax, approved 21 


to 13, would start with 197B automo- 
biles — that Is, those that reach the 
dealers' showrooms in late 1977. 


If a manufacturer's fleet of autos 


met an average fuel efficiency stan- 
dard, he would escape the uix. If the 
fleet average fell short, tho manufac- 
turer would be taxed on the autos that 
did not meet the standard. 


The fleet standard would be 18 


miles a gallon In 1978 models, 19 for 
the next year and 20 the next year. 


In 1978, cars subject to the levy 


would be taxed at 2 per cent of their 
value wholesale price for those get- 
ting 17 but less than 18 miles to the 
gallon; 3 per cent for those 16 to 17; 4 
per cent for those 15 to 16; and 5 per 
cent for those getting less than 15 


miles a gallon. The scale gets one 
mile tougher each year.

those the auto industry itself promised 
President Ford It could meet volun- 
tarily. 


Rep. Al Ullman, D-Orc., the com- 


mittee chairman, said he wanted a 
tougher standard but failed repeated- 
ly to .gain a committee majority for 
that idea. As the section of the bill 


stands, it at least will help "turn the 
industry around" for better fuel effi- 
ciency, he said. 


But Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohlo, 


said the tax "has been watered down 
to the point that It Is just a faint 
memory." Vanik voted for it anyway, 
as a "last resort for a tax." 


"This is such a mouse that we 


should not be doing anything at all," 
Rep. Abncr J. Mikva, D-Ill., said. 


Rep. Andrew Jacobs Jr., D-Ind., 


called it "a slap on the wrist." 


"What it says in essence is, if you 


have enough money, you do not have 
to join the national purpose of saving 
gasoline," Jacobs said. 


The committee staff estimated the 


fuel efficiency section of the bill 
would save 80,000 barrels of gasoline 
In 1978, 130,000 the next year and 
160,000 the next year. 


Auto sales seen as industry setback 


DETROIT (UPI) - The four U.S. 


automakers reported Monday sales 
of domestic automobiles In April fell 
to a 14-year low. Imports jumped 20 
per cent above lost year and grabbed 
a near-record share of the market for 
a third straight month. 


Sales by Detroit's automakers were 


off 26 per cent from last April's ener- 
gy crisis-depressed levels while sev- 
eral importers set records. Deliveries 
in the final 10 days of April were even 
lower — off 32 per cent from a year 
ago. 


Chrysler, which began a new rebate 


program May 1, suffered the biggest 
April drop, 43 per cent. Ford reported 
a 29 per cent drop, General Motors 21 


per cent anil American Motors 11 per 
cent, modified in part by the success 
of its new small Pacer. 


In the final 10-day period of April - 


the period automakers hoped would 
signal the spring upturn — Chrysler 
was off a whopping 51 per cent, Ford 
42 per cent, GM 19 per cent and AMC 
8 per cent. 


One bright spot on the domestic 


scene was the luxury Cadillac with 
sales of 21,834 cars in April, 15 per 
cent greater than a year ago. 


Two major importers — Volkswag- 


en and Datsun — reported substantial 
gains over last year. VW sales of 
32,711 cars were a 21 per cent In- 


crease-while Datsun delivered 20,923 
cars, a 47 per cent jump. 


Imports, which traditionally capture, 


about 15-16 per cent of total U.S. 
sales, grabbed 19.7 per cent of the 
market in January, a near-record 21.4 
per cent in February and 21.7 per cent 
in March. Their record penetration 
was 22 per cent in August, 1971, be- 
fore then President Nixon slapped an 
excise tax on imports. 


AMC said Its new Pacer accounted 


for 40 per cent of the 20,041 cars sold 
in April, off U per cent from last 
year's 33,780 cars. In the final 10-day 
period of the month, AMC sold 12,978 
cars, just 8 per cent below a year ago. 


Ambassador Keating dies in N.Y. 


• Kenneth B. Keating, who served 


his country as an Army general, 
judge, lawmaker and diplomat, died 
Monday in Columbia Presbyterian 
Hospital in New York at 75. Keating 
was ambassador to Israel when he 
died. He served one term in the Sen- 
ate from New York, but lost his seat 
in 1964 to Robert F. Kennedy. Keating 
was stricken and entered the hospital 
April 15 after he was called back to 
tho United States with other Mideast 
ambassadors to participate In Presi- 
dent Ford's reassessment of Ameri- 
can policy in that area because of the 
breakdown of Henry Kissinger's talks 
... In Hollywood, Moe Howard, the 
last of The Three Stooges, died of lung 
cancer Sunday night at Hollywood 
Presbyterian Hospital He was 78.

mercial-residential development and 
annex a 74-acre tract at Rohlwing 
Road and Devon Avenue tonight. The 
board will meet at 8 p.m. 


Representatives of the developer, 


SBL Associates, have appeared sev- 
eral times before the village board in 
a series of annexation hearings. 


The board was expected to; vote on 


the annexation petition'March 26 but 
delayed the vote after requesting final, 
revisions to the plan. 


The new agreement requires the 


builder to deposit in escrow sufficient 
funds to guarantee construction and 
installation of water and sewer utili- 
ties to serve the total 768-unit devel- 
opment.

March 26 meeting. At an earlier meet- 
ing the residents urged the village of- 
ficials to reject the project. 


Main points of residents' objections

opment would generate.

The center plans to construct a 


mental health facility on the site and 
village officials recently announced 
that if they received land west of Rte. 
53 they would make a land gift to the 
center.

Spray starch 
should keep 
burlap taut 


Dear Dorothy: Do you have any 


suggestion for keeping burlap that Is 
stretched over a bulletin board from 
sagging? It would be a lot of work to 
take it apart and redo It. Would 
spraying water on it make it shlrnk 
back?-Sandy Osborne. 


I'm sure you're not talking about 


the true burlap which Is made from 
Jute or hemp and Is very hard to get 
wet. That's the coarse, heavy fabric 
(often called gunny) used In furniture, 
bagging and so forth. The kind you're 
talking about probably Is the lighter- 
weight material used for draperies, 
clothes and so on. On this the spray 
starches and sizing might work well. 
The fibers executive I asked thought 
you'd save time and trouble by prying 
out the tacks behind and pulling the 
material so that it's taut again. 


Dear Dorothy: Experimenting with 


a favorite cake recipe, I dedded to 
add chocolate bits to the batter. They 
all went to the bottom. Is there a way 
to do this so they will be properly 
spaced? -"- Laurie Norris. 


You should use a "heavy" batter 


for the bits to stay put. Then, when 
you put in a spoon of batter and some 
chocolate bits, they stay close to 
where you placed them.

way to hang a sweater or blouse after 
it has been washed — buttoned or un- 
buttoned?

A blouse docs best hung on a pad-

U.S. openness 
will aid public 


In a speech defending govern- 


ment confidentiality last week, 
U.S. Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi 
properly concluded that some in- 
formation must be kept from the 
public if tho government is to 
function. 


But Lcvl then went overboard 


in support of official secrecy, 
speaking in terms that encour- 
aged bureaucrats everywhere to 
drag their feet in making legally 
required disclosures of public 
records. 


We agree with the new attor- 


ney general about the need for a 
balance between secrecy and 
openness. Just where the bal- 
ance lies is a dispute that will 
never be settled. 


But a trend toward increased 


government openness in recent 
years has been accelerated by 
the public's reaction to tho ex- 
cesses disclosed in the Water- 
gate scandal and the Pentagon 
Papers. 


Levi was correct when he said 


matters of national security and 
military Importance must be 
confidential. We have heard no 
one seriously question that prac- 
tice. 


But his speech, billed as a ma- 


jor policy statement, failed to 
draw tho important distinction 
between national security mat- 


ters and other government-held 
information. 


Worse,' Levi seemed to back- 


slide on' the principles only 
recently established in the feder- 
al Freedom of Information laws. 


He c o m p l a i n e d of the 


"enormous" burden on the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation in 
handling the 90 or so requests 
each day nationwide from citi- 
zens who want to inspect the 
files kept on them. But, consid- 
. cring the size of the FBI and the 
vast extent of its files, 90 
requests a day is a modest cleri- 
cal chore, not a burden. 


The law now requires bureau- 


crats to justify withholding of in- 
formation, rather than putting 
the burden of proof on the citi- 
zen.- But the new rules have 
hardly dented government se- 
crecy. 


Federal officials, distant from 


the public and accountable only 
to their superiors, are tenacious 
in holding on to even the most 
innocuous 
information. Com- 


parable records of local and 
state governments are routinely 
available for inspection. 


We would rather hear the na- 


tion's chief law enforcement of- 
ficer pledge to enforce the Free- 
dom of Information laws than 
bemoan their modest require- 
ments.

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Book stresses empathy with child 
Parents learn to read—*70s-style 


NONSENSE SYMBOLS taka the 
place of tho Engliih alphabet to 


show parents how difficult it is to 
learn to road.

Do you remember learning to read? 
Most adults don't recall when they 


first picked up a book, turned the 
pages and tried to decipher the 
sounds and letters. That's one reason 
it sometimes is hard for parents to 
understand the difficulty their chil- 
dren face when they struggle with 
tho alphabet. 


A handbook, "Primer for Parents," 


published by-Houghton-Mifflin Co., at- 
tempts to correct that problem by 
putting parents to the shoes of a first 
grader. 


Author Paul McKee has created an 


alphabet made up of nonsense sym- 
bols. After a brief Introduction des- 
cribing the standard curriculum In 
most reading programs, he introduces 
his alphabet in a 10-page story about 
tho wizard, the elves, and the books. 


The parent, of course, usually does 


poorly In his first attempt at reading 
It. The purpose of tho exercise is to 
show the parent that a child needs 
more than mere repetition of words to 
master tho skill so fundamental to 
learning. 


LUCY SOLOMON, reading teacher 


in East Maine Dlst. 63, and Paul 
Relbsomcn, director of the Children's 
Center in Schaumburg, have used the 
primer. 


When tho Children's Center re- 


ceived a copy of "Primer for Par- 
ents" this year, Mrs. Relbsomcn hung 
it from tho lobby bulletin board with a 
note telling parents they could borrow 
the book overnight. Since then the 
handbook has disappeared regularly 
every day, she said. 


Tho booklet "helps parents under- 


stand what is Involved" in leaning to 
read, Mrs. Relbsomcn sold, They for- 
get how difficult it Is and how signifi- 
cant it is. 


"All we do Is read," she said, listing 


street signs, gauges, and telephone 
listings as examples. 


"Children come to school in first 


grade wanting to read," Mrs. Solomon 
said, "and if they don't go home 
learning to read they get very dis- 
appointed." By the time a child 
reaches school age he usually. Is ready 
to read, although children develop 
that ability at various stages of mat- 
urity, she said. Mrs. Solomon cau- 
tions parents against forcing a child 
to read before he is ready. 


"The best thing parents can do is 


give the child informal language expe- 
rience," Mrs. Solomon said. Trips'to 
the zoo and museums prepare .chil- 
dren for different kinds of worlds. . 
Pointing out road signs and words on 
package labels in the grocery store 
also arc good training, she said. 


"Kids emulate parents. If they see 


their parents reading, it becomes a 
desirable thing to do," Mrs. Solomon 
said. She advises parents to keep a lot 
of books to tho homo and to carry on 
adult conversations with their kids in- 
stead of the usual talk of "What do 
you want for dinner?" or "Do you 
want to play outside?" Parents should 
"let the child express himself by al- 
lowing him to carry on a conversa- 
tion," she said, and they never 
should use baby talk. 


MRS. SOLOMON believes that "Pri- 


mer For Parents" is a good way of 
"explaining how hard the reading pro- 
cess is." She has used the book at 
parent-education meetings as a way 
of explaining what's behind a reading 
curriculum. 


There ore three, essential skills in 


reading, Mrs. Solomon said. Visual 
memory — memorizing basic words 
— is the first step. The. second Is the 
ability to relate sounds to letters and 
groups of letters. The third Is seeing a 
word as a whole and giving it a mean- 
tog and context. 


If a child is weak in any of these 


skills ho will have trouble learning to 
read, Mrs. Solomon said. A child who 
has trouble memorizing or who has a 
hearing problem may need some ex- 
tra help.

Sam Snead at 63: sport's grand 
old man keeps on rolling along 


by IRA BERKOW 


NEW YORK - If Sam Snead did 


not In fact invent the game of golf a 
few hundred years ago, ho must at 
least have been In history's first two- 
some. 


Yet Sncad still plays the game. Ho 


not only plays it, he still plays on the 
pro tour. He not only plays on the pro 
tour, ho is still a contender. Last 
year, for example, he tied for second 
in two tour events, tied for third in 
the Professional Golfers Association 
tournament, and came In fourth In the 
Quad Cities. On May 27 Sam Snead 
will be 63 years old. 


He turned pro in 1933, the same 


year Franklin Delano Roosevelt took 
office as president. Dlllinger ramp- 
aged. Babe Ruth hit 34 homers and 
batted .301 that season. The Masters 
Tournament was nothing but a gleam 
loam In Bobby Jones' eye. It was a 
long time ago. 


Snead went on to win 87 tour events 


(Including every major tournament — 
the PGA. the Masters, the British 
Open — except the U.S. Open, which 
he has lost several limes In the final 
homes in (he screwiest fashion). He 
has won 134 tournaments and, at 
rough estimate, has hit altogether 
over 1,610,000 shots. He and that fa- 
mous straw hat with the flashy band 
and his sweet, sweet snlng ar In the 
Gol Hall of Fame. 


Ho began hitting a rolled up stock- 


Ing with a broomstick before he was 
five years old, In Hot Springs, Va. and 
he remains nearly as loose-limbed as 
ever. A favorite trick of his to this 
day is to swing his leg up and kick the 
top of a door that might be as high as 
seven feet off the floor. 


He seems as leathery, as solid, as 


baldlsh as he has for many years, and 
one of the few noticeable changes was 
his undertaking the funny side-saddle 
putting style because of a common 
nervousness on the green. 


Otherwise, he Is the same as ever — 


incredible. Though It Is hard to imag- 
ine him doing anything besides 
wrapping a golf club around his neck, 
I asked him recently what he thinks 
he might be doing if golf, heaven for- 
bid, did not exist. 


"Never gave It much thought," he 


sold, In his familiar drawl. "I started 
out in baseball, actually. A pitcher. 
Then I tried some football. But I 
wasn't heavy enough for football — 
weighed about 148 — 30 pounds less 
than now. Though I was fast enough. I 
could do the 100 In 10 flat when I was 
in high school. But I found early that 
playln* golf a man can last a heckuva 
lot longer than playln' baseball or 
football. 


"I caddlcd when I was a kid In sum- 


mere. And got an assistant club pro 
job a year after I finished high school, 
I was 20 yean old." 


Twenty? I asked. Isn't that old for 


finishing high school? 


"See, we don't finish high school 


down there in Virginia too early. Be- 
tween the huntin' and the hookey and 
the flshln', well, it takes a little bit 
longer," he added, smiling with bis 
crinkly but careful blue eyes. 


"I worked in a drug store all the 


time I was goin' to high school. I was 
a soda jcrker and I sold patent medi- 
cines and cosmetics. But I didn't want 
to be a pharmacist. I found that so 
many of those upstanding citizens of 
the community would be forgetting to 
pay up on their charge accounts. 


"Then the year I got out of high 


school I worked for my uncle in his 
restaurant. It was lo-o-o-ong hard 
work. Too many hours. You go from 
eight in the morning until 2:30 at 
night. I didn't cook but I did every- 
thing else, the ordering, the cashier- 
ing, cleaned tables and served people 
and this, that and the other thing. And 
bein' open so late, you were subject to 
a lot of drunks. They'd set on the stool 
and wanted to be served and didn't 
have no money. 


"But golf Is tough, too. I was a little 


more fortunate than most fellas that 
go on the tour. You sec, I won my 
second tournament I played In when I 
went on the torn- in 1937. And I was 
second leading money-winner ray first 
year, and I was first In my third year. 
And I never had what jou'd call a bad 
year. 


"One reason i that I never lost my 


head when I was goln' good. I think 
some of these young fellas today, they 
win $1,500 in this and that tournament 
and they say, gee, I'm goin' pretty 
good. And now they get married. 
Start children. Now their game's not 
so hot. Now they have to quit the tour 
and go to work. I think so many good 
players have gone by the wayside be- 
cause they didn't have the funds to 
keep going.

A move to protect small banks 


when electric funds-transfer systems

Big banks Installing the systems 


will have to share their facilities with 
smaller banks or stay within o desig- 
nated market area, Smith said, speak- 
ing to the Illinois Bankers Assn. con- 
vention in Chicago. 


Electronic funds-transfer systems 


arc expected to become dominant in 
the future. The system .illows bank 
customers to make deposits und with- 
drawals from savings or checking ac- 
counts or draw on llnc-of-credlt ac- 
counts on unmanned computerized 
machines located away from the 
bank. 


SMITH SAID the definition of what 


constitutes a market for the big banks 
will be announced this week after he 
meets in Chicago with officials from 
the conference of state bank super- 
visors. 


This should "hold big banks to their 


natural market areas" and "table the 
red herring" created by the "big 
banks on the Coasts and La Salle 
Street." It will prevent the banks 
from moving into small markets and 
threatening the operations of commu- 
nity banks. It will allow banks to 
cross state lines in some areas but 
will now allow the First City Bank of 
New York to come to Kcokuk, Iowa, 
he added. 


Illinois is one of three states in the 


union that does not allow branch 
banking and the IBA, while reconlzing 
branch banking as inevitable, docs not 
endorse the proposal. 


MONDAY'S announcement modifies 


a ruling, by Smith last December In 
which he said unmanned electronic 
banking terminals do not constitute 


branching. The ruling is being chal- 
lenged in several areas of the coun- 
try. 


IBA President William 0. Kurtz said 


Smith's modification encourages shar- 
ing of the electronic funds transfer 
systems terminals. This would help 
prevent retail stores from becoming 
cluttered with numerous machines 
serving a variety of banks where one 
terminal could do the job. 


Smith said recent hearings in Wash- 


ington, D.C. revealed there will be 
several opportunities for small banks 
to make the systems available to their 
customers. 


CREDIT SYSTEMS, Inc. which 


serves Master Charge in five states 
Including Illinois is prepared to let 
small banks tie in to a remote teller 
and point-of-sale system for $8,000 an- 
nually per $1 million of deposits, said 
Smith. 


'There's no turning back the 


clock," Smith said. "You are con- 
fronted by competition from the thrift 
Industry (savings and loan associ- 
ations) which day by day are becom- 
ing more competitive." 


Savings and loons associations have 


already been given the opportunity to 
branch In Illinois. 


"IF BANKING does not make elec- 


tronic funds transfer systems avail- 
able there Is on opportunity for big 
retailers to take- its place," he added. 
"Get promptly about the business of 
dccldidlng how you in the state of Illi- 
nois want to participate or else the 
system is likely to overtake you." 


Smith said the American banking 


system Is "doing its job" and "weath- 
ered the storm" in face of economic 
conditions during the past year and a 
half. 


There's on "easing situation in the 


short term money market" and "the 
potential for serious liquidity prob- 
lems is substantially reduced," he 
added.

NEW YORK - Sunday, March 3, 


1974, a crowded DC10 took off from 
Orty Airport in Paris for a short hop 
to London. The wide-bodied aircraft 
crashed into a snow-covered forest at 
D'Ernenonvlllc. 


Turkish Airlines, Flight 509, was the 


worst air crash in the history of avia- 
tion — 346 persons died. To this day, 
we still do not know the exact cause 
of the crash, but all indications are 
that a rear cargo door malfunctioned, 
causing a dcprcssurizatlon that sent 
the DC10 plummeting out of control. 


In the near future, Channel 11 will 


broadcast "The World's Worst Air 
Crash," an investigation into the 
crash of Flight 509. No date has been 
set. The 60-minute program, hosted by 
Bill Moycrs, is a co-production of 
T h a m e s Television, London and 
WNET-New York. The reportage is 
British and Moyers adds an in- 
troduction and cpllog. 


"THE WORLD'S Worst Air Crash" 


is u complex program. There is no 
one person to blame but It seems that 
bureaucratic inefficiency, 
possibly 


bordering on negligence, lies at the 
root of the tragedy, the program sug- 
gests. 


This show is so controversial that 


McDonnell-Douglas, builders of the 
DC10, have asked WNET not to broad- 
cast it because of "factual errors and 
distortions" by the British producers. 


Richard J. Davis, a company- 


spokesman, said McDonnell-Douglas

has not "closed any doors about pos- 
sible legal action." 


"We have seen portions of the 


film," Davis said. "We are familiar 
with it in a general sort of way. We 
have been in touch with Channel 13

biased. We consider portions of it 11- 
belous." 


Asked If sales might be affected by 


this show, Davis said, "I hope they 
would not be. They shouldn't." Modi- 
fications have been made on the car- 
go door. 


TUB FILM ALSO points out that al- 


most two years before the crash of 
the Turkish jet, the rear cargo door 
on an American Airlines DC 10 blew 
out over Windsor, Ontario. The ex- 
plosion did not destroy all of the air- 
craft's flying controls and the pilot 
was able to land the crippled airliner. 


On inspection, the engineers found 


the rear cargo door was not closed 
properly and certain alterations were 
needed on all planes. However, two 


years later, the Turkish airliner went 
down. 


The documentary asks why, and in 


the process suggests the Federal 
Aviation Administration was too cozy 
with McDonnell-Douglas. Also Turkish 
Airlines has one of the worst safety 
records In airline history; in the post 
17 months, three of their airliners 
crashed, killing 449 people. 


MUCH OF THIS program already 


has been discussed, but so far no one 
has devoted so much energy toward 
this accident. The scenes with the 
families of dead passengers seem un- 
necessary and border on manipulating 
viewers emotions, as do many of the 
photographs of bodies. Still the ques- 
tions asked arc tough — in many 
cases tougher than we ore used to 
seeing in television documentaries — 
and many officials don't always come 
up with the most convincing answers'. 


This is a disturbing show, and it 


asks the proper question: Does big 
business really care about the safety 
of passengers, or just filling coffers?

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Discipline 
policy urged 
by teachers

The DCS Plalncs Dist. 62 Teachers 


Union has submitted a proposed dis- 
cipline policy to tho board of educa- 
tion. 


The policy, drawn up by com- 


mittees of teachers and principals on 
the elementary and junior high school 
level, asks for guidance counselors In 
elementary schools and special class- 
rooms for problem students in junior 
high schools. 


The board Monday night agreed to 


send a letter In response to the dis- 
cipline committee's proposals, but re- 
fused to make tho contents of the let- 
ter public until a copy Is received by 
the committee. Board members did 
not discuss tho proposed policy during 
Monday's meeting. 


The elementary level discipline pol- 


icy calls for: 


• Guidance counselors In each 


building, and a full-time guidance di- 
rector for the district. 


• Expanded junior high orientation 


programs for children In sixth grade 
to familiarize (hem with buildings 
they will bo attending. 


• Better communications between 


tuo school and home, including an in- 
formation booklet to bo prepared 
yearly to givo general Information on 
discipline policies, who to contact, 
school board meetings, and other dis- 
trict policies. 


• At least ono program per year for 


teachers considering "humanizing our 
educational program." Topics could 
Include personal discipline, behavior 
modification, motivation and others. 


• Ono building meeting per year de- 


voted to rules and policies and how 
those policies should bo presented to 
students and parents. Written regu- 
lations for discipline in tho schools 
should bo developed and all informa- 
tion reviewed annually. 


The junior high discipline policy 


recommendations include:

Tho district board of education ear- 


lier this year authorized raising tho 
present $12 fee to as much as $15 If 
needed. A subsequent district study of 
textbook needs has prompted the dis- 
trict administration to set the fee at 
$14 for tho 1075-76 school year. 


Rising costs of texts and materials 


has forced tho district to subsidize 
textbook fees an estimated $50,000 this 
year. According to tho Illinois School 
Codo, school districts that charge 
rental fees must cover tho entire cost 
of tho books and supplies through tho 
fco and may not subsidize tho pur- 
chase of books and supplies substan- 
tially. 


serve students who have a difficult 
time adjusting to a regular classroom 
situation but aren't extreme enough to 
be placed In special education pro- 
grams. The room would allow for a 
more structured setting with the even- 
tual goal that students be returned lo 
regular classrooms. 


• Activities such as graduation and 


student picnics be considered "earned 
activities" and that students with poor 
academic achievement and consistent 
poor behavior not be allowed to par- 
ticipate. 


• Detention and suspension policies 


be put into writing and follow proce- 
dures set down by state law, such as 
a public hearing before all suspen- 
sions. 


The detention policy states "petty 


offenses should be handled by the in- 
dividual teacher and detentions should 
bo assigned to students only for 
serious or continuously poor behav- 
ior." Major offenses include fighting, 
swearing, destruction of school prop- 
erty, leaving the school grounds with- 
out permission, disrespect toward 
teachers, cheating, possession of ciga- 
rct lighters or knives. 


The suspension policy states "that 


suspension is a serious, drastic mea- 
sure and one to bo used only after 
detentions, conferences or other mea- 
sures have been tried without suc- 
cess."

The DCS Plaines City Council failed 


again Monday night to reach agree- 
ment on awarding a maintenance con- 
tract for city-owned automobiles. 


The debate over the contract for 


about $40,000 In parts and labor has 
been brewing for two weeks after the 
city council decided not to accept the 
lowest bid for tho work. 


Tho council voted April 21 to accept 


the bid of Peterson Safety Service 
even though a bid by DCS Plalncs 
Chrysler-Plymouth could have saved 


the city about $1,800. 


WHILE THE CITY council did not 


reach final agreement on the pact, it 
voted to withdraw tho nctlon author- 
izing the contract with Peterson. The 
move came after Aid. Konncth Kehe, 
2nd, chairman of (lie police com- 
mittee, explained that DCS Plaines 
Chrysler-Plymouth could provide la- 
bor, parts and tires at a loner price 
than Peterson. Peterson was original- 
ly awarded the contract because it of- 
fered longer hours for service during 


the week and was open Saturdays. 


Aid, George Olcn, 3rd, asked that 


action on awarding the contract be 
deferred until Peterson could submit a 
report on ports and service costs. Wil- 
liam Hagcr of DCS Plaines Chrysler- 
Plymouth submitted a partial price 
list to the city Monday. 


Hagcr objected to the council's ac- 


tion two weeks ago and threatened to 
seek a court injunction if the city did 
not recxamine the bids. 


After the council voted to defer ac- 


High schools get $20,000 for jobs 


High School Dist. 214 will rcclcvo 


more than $20,000 In federal funds to 
provide jobs for low-lncomo adults 
and students. 


The County Board Monday ap- 


proved the grant, $16,000 of which will 
go to the district's senior-citizen em- 
ployment program and the remaining 
$4,100 going to the Youth Opportunity 
Unlimited (YOU) program. 


YOU, a successor to the Neighbor- 


hood Youth Corps program, provides 


part-time student jobs at a rate of 
$2.10 per hour. 


William Warner, assistant to the su- 


perintendent of High School Dist. 214, 
said tho $16,000 will go to provide 10 
more part-time jobs in the senior-citi- 
zen program. 


The program provides 20 hours of 


work per week in the district at $2.10 
per hour. To qualify for the program, 
applicants must be over 40, out of 


work for at least 30 days and in a low- 
Income bracket, Warner said. 


Warner said he is looking for appli- 


cants for the 10 new jobs. 


The senior-citizen program began in 


the district with a similar federal 
grant earlier this year that also pro- 
vided 10 jobs. 


Many of those working in the pro- 


grams are senior citizens, Warner 
said. 


tion, Hagcr said he was satisfied with 
the move and was willing to wait two 
weeks until the next council meeting 
when all the parts information will be 
available. 


ALD. JOSEPH SZABO. 1st, said he 


would oppose giving the contract to 
Hager's company because he has 
learned that a person generally docs 
not receive high quality service for 
the "seller of a product."

Elk Grove 
Tivp. schools 
OK fee hike 


A $1 increase in the registration fee 


for summer school in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 was approved Mon- 
day night by the board of education. 


The board voted to raise the fee 


from $4 to $5 to cover the cost of sup- 
plies and materials. 


The vote came over the objection of 


board member Gerald Smiley, who 
said he did not believe the fee reflects 
the cost of materials used by the stu- 
dents. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board 


amended the education fund of its 
1974-73 budget to reflect changes hi 
revenue and expenditures from the 
projected amounts. 


The amended budget shows an in- 


crease in expenditures of $150,000, 
mainly because of increased salaries 
of administrators and teachers and in- 
creased heating costs. 


The revised budget shows a de- 


crease in revenue of $107,922, mainly 
because of a decline in state aid. 


The board must go through formal 


proceedings of publicly displaying and 
holding a public hearing before adopt- 
ing the amended budget becuase it in- 
volves an increase of more than 10 
per cent in one section. 


The budget will be available 


through June 16 and the public hearing 
is scheduled that evening at 8 p m. at 
the administration center, 2123 S Ar- 
l i n g t o n Heights Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


The district also has received a 


grant for $186,338 from the Illinois 
Capital Development Board toward 
next year's bond and interest levy. 
The levy has not been set, but the dis- 
trict expects this will decrease the 
bond and interest tax rate. 


Official sees 
$40 million 
stadium cost

The estimated $25 million cost of a 


new stadium for the Chicago Bears at 
Arlington Park Race Track is unrea- 
listically low, the president of the Chl- 
c a g o Park District, Patrick L. 
O'Malley, sold Monday. 


O'Malley, responsible for the oper- 


ation of Soldier Field m Chicago, pre- 
dicted that the price tag on the pro- 
posed 80,000-seat stadium will be at 
least $40 million. 


Because of the cost, and the fact 


that similar stadiums across the na- 
tion lose money each year, O'Malley 
said he suspects the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights will not issue tax-free 
municipal bonds to construct the stad- 
ium. 


At the same time, significant renova- 


tion or the rebuilding of Soldier Field 
is out of the question before 1977 at the 
earliest, he said. 


HALAS IS dissatisfied with the 


55,000-seat capacity at Soldier Field 
and other facilities at the aging lake- 
front stadium. And despite skepticism 
in some quarters that Halas is serious 
about the proposal to move the Bears 
to Arlington Heights, O'Malley says be 
believes the plan is for real.

The vote to award the $532,000 con- 


tract to Slolicrg and Sullivan, Arling- 
ton Heights, was 4 to 2, with trustees 
Dorothy Berth and John Maricnthal 
dissenting. 


Some $U2,000 In optional facilities, 


Including a basement, yard fencing 
and meter room, were approved by 
the board, with Village Prcs. Edward 
Fablsh breaking ties twice. 


The trustees also extensively de- 


bated an estimated 3100,000 expense 
for site work.

OVER-ALL cost of the public 


works building, to be on a four-acre 
site across Raupp Boulevard from the 
village hall, will exceed $630,000. Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson said, how-. 
over, some of the additional site work 
may be deferred if funds aro not 
available, 


Mrs. Berth, who has spoken out sev- 


eral times against building the facil- 
ity. said "I have to believe there's no 
way we can afford this building." 


Despite acknowledging the need for 


new public works facilities, she said 
the village cannot afford the expense 
became It will deplete available funds 
for other needed projects. 


Before casting the two tic-breakers, 


Pablsh said a building must be con- 
structed now, adding the village is a 
"service organization and needs tools 
to provide those services — the costs 
arc as law as we aro over going to sec 
thorn." 


TRUSTEE Thomas Mahoncy, who 


favors the project, disagreed with the 
notion of constructing the building 
without the $39,000 basement addition.

IT'S ALL IN a recess's work for 
Hawthorne School itudents who 
collect boxes of beverage cans, 


cigaret butts and trash left by 
teen-agers who use the school 
grounds for socializing at night.

Most children play games during re- 


cess. But the children at Hawthorne 
School In Wheeling spend their recess 
picking up beer cans, broken glass 
and cigaret butts left by teen-agers 
who use the area for socializing. 


Hawthorne School, located at the 


deadend of Glendale Avenue adjacent 
to Wheeling's Northside Park, has 
been a gathering spot for young 
people since the elementary school 
opened in 1971, said Principal Kath- 
ryn Kaccna. But the vandalism has 
"Increased to unreasonable propor- 
tions" this year, she said. 


"Teen-agers use the parking lot to 


drink and smoke," Mrs. Kacena said. 
"They've broken windows, smashed 
the clay drainage pipes and used the 
entrances for urinals." • 


MONDAY MRS. KACENA pointed 


out large circles of sod ripped up by 
motorcycle tracks. Students arrived 
at school Monday mornng to find tu- 
' lips they had planted uprooted and 
scattered over the parking lot. 


Although the vandalism has been a 


continuing problem for the school, 


Mrs. Kacena said that concerns came 
to a head recently when school chil- 
dren were found sampling whiskey 
bottles left In the school yard. 


Wheeling Police CWcf Peter Gut- 


tilla said the school grounds arc pa- 
troled "two or three times every 
hour." "If they (the teen-agers) are 
on school property, they're told to 
leave If they're doing something 
they're not supposed to." 


"If we find any cars on the school 


grounds after school, we don't allow 
them," Guttllla continued."We're 
doing everything possible." 


DAVID PHILLIPS. Wheeling Park 


District superintendent, said ho was 
not aware of the vandalism at Haw- 
thorne until Mrs. Kacena called him a 
week ago. 


"The parks are open to the public,"

for jobs 


High School Dlst. 214 will recleve 


more than $20,000 tn federal funds to 
provide jobs for low-Income adults 
and students. 


Tho County Board Monday ap- 


proved the grant', $16,000 of which will 
go to the district's senior-citizen em- 
ployment program and the remaining 
$4,100 going to the Youth Opportunity 
Unlimited (YOU) program. 


YOU, a successor to the Neighbor- 


hood Youth Corps program, provides 
part-time student Jobs at a rate of 
$2.10 per hour. 


William Warner, assistant to the su- 


perintendent of High School Dlst. 214, 
said tho $16,000 will go to provide 10 
more part-time jobs in the senior-citi- 
zen program. 


The program provides 20 hours of 


work per week In the district at $2.10 
per hour. To qualify for the program, 
applicants must be over 40, out of 
work for at least 30 days and in a low- 
income bracket, Warner said. 


Warner said he is looking for appli- 


cants for the 10 new jobs. 


The senior-citizen program began in 


the district with a similar federal 
grant earlier this year that also pro- 
vided 10 jobs.

The essence of Hayter: 
community involvement,

The room is a striking collage of contrasts. A 


white wicker chair and clear glass-top table arc op- 
posite a sofa cluttered with newspapers. Zoning maps 
hang beside the modernistic portrait of a girl. 


Volumes of books arc stacked In a ccillng-hlgh 


bookcase alongside a variety of plants and file cabi- 
nets. It is the domesticated office of a politician. 


Tills Is the Hoffman Estates village president's of- 


fice, and the decor fittingly characterizes the occu- 
pant, Virginia M. Hayter. 


She is a politician, gourmet cook, Girl Scout of- 


ficial, government activist, equal rights advocate, 
wifo and mother of five, an opinionated individual 
reluctant to force-feed opinions. 


AS SHE IlKGINS (lie second half of her term, she 


remains part of a rare group-of less than a halt- 
dozen women in the state who head n local govern- 
ment. It b a part-time position to which she gives 
overtime attention. 


"I had not run on a platform of being a full-time 


president. I do a lot of things I don't have to, but 
because I have tho time people say why don't you do 
thus and so." 


Working with the Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments, tho Northwest Municipal Conference, the 
county Manpower Council, tho county Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, the Girl Scout Council, the Salva- 
tion Army and Harper College Educational Founda- 
tion arc "things that I like to do," she says. 


"They're things that go along with community life. 


Also the job has changed because of a lot more Inter- 
governmental cooperation." 


ELECTED OFFICE has been part of her life for 


the past decade, first on the Schaumburg Township 
Dlst. 54 Board of Education and then as a village 
trustee. As village president, the forthright, dis- 
cerning Mrs. Hayter, now 41, Is keenly absorbed In 
her responsibilities. 


"I worry If It's raining about the areas that might 


flood and If It snows I resist the urge to call public 
works to see If tho trucks got out all right. 


"People don't understand my concept of the job. 


What I'm here to do Is to make sure the opportunity 
is open for both sides of the community. I view gov- 
ernment as keeping as many options open to people 
as possible and not create too many hassles In their 
lives," 


She points to the recently-passed obscenity ordi- 


nance, which she prompted tho village board to con- 
sider, as an example of a responsibility overriding a 
personal opinion. 


"I WAS CONCEflNED about starting a dialog to 


discuss 'community standards,'" she says, at tho 
same time voicing her opinion against censorship. 


"Morale Is part of my job. The board's job is total 


community morale. I sec the board in an educational 
capacity, too, OK, we're going to make some mistak- 
es, but mistakes ore not that bad. If we're afraid to 
get egg on our face, we won't move forward." 


She clenches her fist but laughs at tho same time 


when she talks of tho times trustees attempt to raise 
her $3,000 salary or provide her with extra expense 
provisions. 


"They all wont to pay rao more and nobody ever 


asks me why I don't want It. I'm tho kind of person 
that If they pay me too much money, I'll feel that I 
hnvo to do it their way, and I'm the kind of person 
who wants to do It my way. If I fluff It, I fluff It on 
my own." 


IF A STItONG WILL Is part of her nature, so Is a 


tempered Introspection. Her decision to run for vll-. 
Inge president came after a personal trial In which 
her husband lay In a coma for 8 days After a 
stroke. 


"It was Nov. 12, 1072 before the convention (the 


local Republican convention to nominate candidates). 
I did not Intend to seek reelection. For eight days he 
was In a coma and that was my whole life. 


"But I sat back while I watched him In on oxygen 


tent and I thought about what do 1 want to do. I 


knew that he might not regain the use of his right : 
side and If that was true he would have to retire." 
! 


She was working at tho time as a cook in a local 


restaurant. Running for village president would 
force her to leave the job because the restaurant had 
a liquor license, posing a conflict of interest to her 
as potential liquor commissioner. 


BUT IT WAS A move by the Incumbent village 


' president, a letter seeking campaign funds from lo- 
cal businesses, that Influenced her eventual decision. 
"Damn It, the people of this town have had enough 
of that," she said angrily. 


"So I told my husband 'I think we can get along' 


and I said 'why don't we try It?' Now it's become 
very Important to him. And he considers this his 
contribution to the community." 


Though her husband was forced to retire, he has 


recovered well from the stroke and the past two 
years have worked well for her family, she says. 
Village business Is kept out of the house as much as 
possible when Mrs. Hayter comes homo to her hus- 
band and five children, ages 20 to 7. 


"Tho weekends I try to keep strictly for family 


things," she says. 


ONLY ON OCCASIONS docs her position pose a 


personal problem, as the time when her oldest son 
had problems with a high school history teacher who 
ridiculed tho boy about bis mother's actions as presi- 
dent. 


"When I first ran 10 years ago I told my husband 


'this Is my job.' It's better not to tell him things 
because that way he won't get emotionally involved 
and try to protect me. 


"At times It would be nice to have someone to lean 


on," she admits, "but I can't do that." 


She candidly recalls two incidents during her first 


two years as president which affected her early In 
her term. 


"Two of the toughest things were the drowning 


(the May, 1974 drowning of 8-year-old Allan Splnka 
In High Point Lake) and the labor problem (when 
she fired 28 public works employes in 1973 after their 
one-day strike.)" 


THERE HAVE BEEN other things, however, 


which sho believes have been accomplished to the 
benefit of the village. 


"I wanted to settle Howic-In-Thc-Hllls (the res!- 


dentlnl development now known as Wcstbury which 
was planned under a court order). I don't like being 
in court, but when It comes to principle, I will fight." 


As one of few women In political life, sometimes 


taking a strong stand is necessary to make a point, 
she says. 


"Most men do not recognize when they are being 


chauvinistic and If you are so sensitive that it-both- 
ers you that much, you really dont belong, in this 
business. I'm a strong personality'and I say what'I 
think. We have such strong personalities in politics 
that we sometimes come to loggerheads, but I have 
never felt I was not respected." 


"Temperamentally I guess women just can't turn 


off the emotions. It's not just a job. I've talked to 
State Reps. Virginia Macdonald and Eugenia Chap- 
man about this and they feel the same way." 


FOR ANYONE IN the position, though, the "oc- 


/ cupatlonal hazards" are the same. 


"You sleep In snatches," she says laughing. "My 


husband says 'you're never home.'" But her tone 
gots markedly serious when she continues. 


"I can't handle the loneliness. You have to divorce 


yourself from friends and people you like for fear 
your relationship with them'will cause prejudice. 
You find you keep pushing friends away that you 
would like to be close to." 


She doesn't regret taking office, however. 
"I'm not much of one that likes routine, and If it's 


going to be routine I'll get irritable and find other 
thins to do," she says of her job. 


"Onco in a while I get kicked In the teeth," she 


smiles, "but friends can do that, too."

I do a lot of things I don't have to, but 
because I have tho time people say why don't you do 
thus and so." 


Working with tho Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments, tho Northwest Municipal Conference, tho 
county Manpower Council, the county Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, tho Girl Scout Council, the Salva- 
tion Army and Harper College Educational Founda- 
tion are "things that I like to do," she says. 


"They're things that go along with community life. 


Also the job has changed because of a lot more inter- 
governmental cooperation." 


ELECTED OFFICE has been part of her life for 


tho post decade, first on the Schaumburg Township 
Dlst. &t Board of Education and then as a village 
trustee. As village president, the forthright, dis- 
cerning Mrs. Haytcr, now 41, is keenly absorbed in 
her responsibilities.

subdivisions will bo asked to decide 
by May 26 If they want to be annexed 
to the Village of Palatine. 


Tho village board set the timetable 


Monday night for the English Valley, 
Pepper Tree Farms, Hcathcrlca and 
Shcnandoah areas. Petitions signed 
by more than SO per cent of the resi- 
dents must be submitted before the 
village can consider annexation. 


The discussion followed by less than 


a week another rate Increase for Fern- 
dalo Heights 
Utility 
Co., 
which 


serves the unincorporated subdivi- 
sions. The village will not consider 
purchase of a portion of the company 
until the areas agree to annexation. 


Village Mgr. Anton !!. Harwig In* 


dlcatcd that Fcrndalc may bo seeking 
another rate hike of about 16 per cent 
In the near future. If the village buys 
the portion of the company for $1.05 
million, It will mean a considerable 
savings to residents. 


T1IK HOAItl) directed Harwig to re- 


quest timetable delays from Fcrndalc. 
Previously, the company asked that It 
bo notified 15 days In advance of June 
11 If the village will buy the portion 
serving the four areas. The Juno 
deadline has been set for cash pay- 
ment. But Harwig will ask for 13-day 
notification period and 30 days after 
It, to make the payment. 


Tho 30 days would allow the board 


time to Investigate the two ways of 
financing the purchase — revenue 
bonds or through a special taxing dis- 
trict. 


Under the recently Increased Fern- 


dale rates, the average annual bill 
would be about $207 and under 
m u n i c i p a l ownership about $!74. 
There are advantages to going to the 
taxing district because Interest Is a 
little lower on the bonds at present, 
Harwig sold. Ho added that the pay- 
ments under a special taxing district 
would be deductible In federal Income 
taxes while payments under revenue 
bonds would not. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonto said he 


would like to see information on the 
required village services for the areas 
before acting on the annexation sched- 
uled for the village board meeting 
May 26. 


IN OTHER business during the 


health, safety and welfare committee 
meeting, Fontc recommended that a 
special hearing body be included In a 
p r o p o s e d liquor-commission ordi- 
nance. Fontc suggested that the hear- 
ing body be composed of the village 
president, a trustee and the village 
clerk and handle liquor license renew- 
als and suspensions. 


There would also be the liquor com-

The 
land use concept outlines density and 
building heights and allows developer 
L. F. Draper and Associates to annex 
to tha village without presenting final 
design plans. 


L. F. Draper has indicated ho will 


bo both the owner and developer of 
the proposed 35-acro commercial area 
And will be responsible for devel- 
opment of the entire parcel although 
It may be done by another firm. 


PRELIMINARY IMPACT studies of 


the effect of tho development on 
the village's water supply and police 
and lire protection will be discussed 
tonight prior to any vole. 


Current plans for the development 


call for the construction of 1,874 dwell- 
ing units including houses, con- 
dominium apartments and apart- 
ments. Tho maximum density per 
acre would be 15 units. 


Draper had originally requested ap- 


proval of plans for 2,800 dwelling units 
with a maximum density of 20 units 
per acre. The major density reduc- 
tions were made on the land closest to 
the Hunting Ridge subdivision. 


The commercial area will be clus- 


tered around the intersection of Qucn- 
tin Road and Euclid Avenue extended 
if the plans ars approved.

Stadium cost 6at least'

The estimated $25 million cost of a 


new stadium for the Chicago. Bears at 
Arlington Park Race Track is unrea- 
listleally low, the president of the Chi- 
cogo Park District, 
Patrick L. 


O'Malley, sold Monday. 


O'Mallcy, responsible for the oper- 


ation of Soldier Field In Chicago, pre- 
dicted that the price tag on the pro- 
posed 80,000-scat stadium will be at 
least $40 million. 


"The cost will be not less than $40 


million, and that is for an open-air 
stadium with no special interest that 
a multi-purpose stadium would have," 
O'Malley told The Herald. 


THE BEARS ARE under contract to 


play their 1975 and 1976 home games 
In Soldier Field. But by 1977, team 
owner George Halas says he hopes to 
open the season In a new stadium 
next to Arlington Park Race Track. 


Because of the cost, and the fact 


that similar stadiums across the na- 


tion lose money each year, O'Malley 
said he suspects the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights will not Issue tax-free 
municipal bonds to construct the stad- 
ium. 


At tho same time, significant renova- 


tion or the rebuilding of Soldier Field 
is out of the question before 1977 at the 
earliest, he said. 


HALAS IS dissatisfied with the 


53,000-scat capacity at Soldier Field 
and other facilities at the aging lake- 
front stadium. And despite skepticism 
in some quarters that Halas is serious 
about the proposal to move the Bears 
to Arlington Heights, O'Malley says be 
believes the plan is for real. 


"George needs a stadium seating 


capacity of not less than 75,000 in or- 
der to keep ticket prices where they 
arc now and to satisfactorily finance 
his 
professional football team," 


O'Mallcy said. 


"Ideally, I think he would like to 


find a group willing to finance the sta- 
dium in Chicago. But failing this, he 
has taken a darn hard look at Arling- 
ton Heights and found, in Madison 
Square Garden, someone who is will- 
ing to go along with him," O'Mallcy 
said. 


Madison Square Garden is expected 


to present is feasibility study on the 
stadium to the Arlington Heights vil- 
lage board this month or next. 


It is anticipated that the plan will 


call upon the village to finance con- 
struction of the stadium with munici- 
pal revenue bonds that would be paid 
with income from the use of the sta- 
dium.

The essence of Hayter: 
community involvement.

The room Is a striking collage of contrasts. A 


while wicker chair and clear glass-top table are op- 
posite a sola cluttered with newspapers. Zoning maps 
hang beside the modernistic portrait of a girl. 


Volumes of books arc stacked In n cclllng-hlgh 


bookcase alongside a variety of plants and file cabi- 
nets. It is the domesticated office of a politician. 


This Is the Hoffman Estates village president's of- 


fice, and the decor fittingly characterizes the occu- 
pant, Virginia M. Haytcr. 


She Li a politician, gourmet cook, Girl Scout of- 


ficial, government activist, equal rights advocate, 
wife and mother of five, an opinionated individual 
reluctant lo farce-feed opinions. 


AS SUB 1IEGINS the second half of her term, she 


remains part of a rare group of less than a half- 
dozen women In the state who head a local govern- 
ment. It Is a part-time position to which she gives 
overtime attention. 


"I had not run on a platform of being a full-time 


president. 1 do a lot of things I don't hove to, but 
because I have the time people say why don't you do 
thus and so." 


Working with the Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments, the Northwest Municipal Conference, the 
county Manpower Council, the county Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, the Girl Scout Council, the Salva- 
tion Army and Harper College Educational Founda- 
tion arc "tilings that I like to do," she says. 


"They're things that go along with community life. 


Also the job has changed because of a lot more inter- 
governmental cooperation." 


ELECTED OFFICE has been part o! her life for 


the past decade, tint on the Schaumburg Township 
Dlst. 54 Board of Education and then as a village 
trustee. As village president, the forthright, dis- 
cerning Mrs. Haylcr, now 41, Is keenly absorbed in 
her rr»porulbilltlo3. 


"I worry if It's raining about the areas that might 


flood and II it snows I resist the urge to call public 
works to sec if the trucks got out all right. 


"People don't understand my concept of the job. 


What I'm here to do is to moke sure the opportunity 
Is open for both sides of the community. I view gov- 
ernment as keeping as many options open to people 
as possible and not create too many hassles in their 
lives." 


She points to the recently-passed obscenity ordi- 


nance, which she prompted the village board to con- 
sider, as an example of a responsibility overriding a 
personal opinion. 


"I WAS CONCERNED about starting a dialog to 


discuss 'community standards,'" she says, at the 
same time voicing her opinion against censorship. 


"Morale Is part of my job. The board's job Is total 


community morale. I sec the board In an educational 
capacity, too. OK, we're going to make some mistak- 
es, but mistakes are not that bad. If wc'ro afraid to 
get egg on our face, we won't move forward." 


Sho clenches her (1st but laughs at the samo time 


when she talks of the times trustees attempt to raise 
her $3,000 salary or provide her with extra expense 
provisions'. 


"They nil want to pay me more and nobody ever 


asks me why I don't want It. I'm the kind of person 
that If they pay me loo much money, I'll feel that I 
have to do It their way, and I'm the kind of person 
who wants to do It my way. If I fluff It, I fluff it on 
my own." 


IF A STltO.NG WILL Is part of her nature, so Is a 


tempered introspection. Her decision to run for vil- 
lage president came after a personal trial in which 
her husband lay In a coma for 8 days after a 
stroke. 


"It was Nov. 12, 1072 before tho convention (the 


local Republican convention to nominate candidates). 
I did not Intend to seek reelection. For eight days ho 
was In a < oma and that was my whole life. 


"But I tat back while I watched him In an oxygen 


tent and I thought about what do I wont to do. I 


knew that he might not regain the use of his right 
side and if that was true he would have to retire." 


She was working at the time as a cook in a local 


restaurant. Running for village president would 
force her to leave the job because the restaurant had 
a liquor license, posing a conflict of interest to her 
as potential liquor commissioner. 


BUT IT WAS A move by the incumbent village 


president, a letter seeking campaign funds from lo- 
cal businesses, that influenced her eventual decision. 
"Damn it, the people of this town have had enough 
of that," she said angrily. 


"So 1 told my husband 'I think we can get along' 


and I said 'why don't we try it?' Now it's become 
very Important to him. And he considers this his 
contribution to the community." 


Though her husband was forced to retire, he has 


recovered well from the stroke and the post two 
years have worked well for her family, she says. 
Village business is kept out of the house as much as 
possible when Mrs. Haytcr comes home to her hus- 
band and five children, ages 20 to 7. 


"The weekends I try to keep strictly for family 


things," she says. 


ONLY ON OCCASIONS docs her position pose a 


personal problem, as the time when her oldest son 
had problems with a high school history teacher who 
ridiculed the boy about his mother's actions as presi- 
dent. 


"When 1 first ran 10 years ago I told my husband 


'this is my job.' It's better not to tell him things 
because that way he won't get emotionally involved 
and try to protect me. 


"At times it would be nice to have someone to lean 


on," she admits, "but I can't do that." 


She candidly recalls two incidents during her first 


two years as president which affected her early In 
her term. 


"Two of the toughest things were the drowning 


(the May, 1974 drowning of 8-year-old Allan Spinka 
in High Point Lake) and the labor problem (when 
she fired 28 public works employes in 1973 after their 
one-day strike.)" 


THERE HAVE BEEN other things, however, 


which she believes have been accomplished to the 
benefit of the village. 


"I wanted to settle Howie-In-The-Hllls (the resi- 


dential development now known as Wcstbury which 
was planned under a court order). I don't like being 
in court, but when it comes to principle, I will fight." 


As one of few women in political life, sometimes 


taking a strong stand is necessary to moke a point, 
she says. 


"Most men do not recognize when they arc being 


chauvinistic and if you arc so sensitive that it both- 
ers you that much, you really don't belong in this 
business. I'm a strong personality and I say what I 
think. Wo have such strong personalities in politics 
that we sometimes come to loggerheads, but I have 
never felt I was not respected." 


"Temperamentally I guess women just can't turn 


off the emotions. It's not just a job. I've talked to 
State Reps. Virginia Macdonald and Eugenia Chap- 
man about this and they feel the same way." 


FOR ANYONE IN the position, though, the "oc- 


cupational hazards" are the same. 


"You sleep In snatches," she says laughing. "My 


husband says 'you're never home.'" But her tone 
gets markedly serious when she continues. 


"I can't handle the loneliness. You have to divorce 


yourself from friends and people you like for fear 
your relationship with them will cause prejudice. 
You find you keep pushing friends away that you 
would like to be close to." 


She doesn't regret taking office, however.

petitor. Trustee-elect Edward B. Rhoa 
Jr., gained 73 votes. 


"I've had several residents ap- 


'proach me and say maybe there 
should be a full recount," Mrs. Mu- 
rauskis said. She said she wants to 
check out other residents' feelings, 
what has to be done to obtain a 
recount and how much It might cost. 


Mrs. Murauskls said she would pre- 


fer voting machines be used In the fu- 
ture If the expense were not too great. 


•MOST OK TIIK OTIIEIl losers con- 


tacted Monday agreed with Mrs. Mu- 
rauskls. "I think voting machines 
would prevent the difficulties we had 
but I don't know If the village can 
afford them." said Marie L. Coy lor, 
whose trustee term expires tonight.

Official sees 
$40 million 
stadium cost

The estimated $23 million cost of a 


new stadium for the Chicago Bears at 
Arlington Park Race Track is unrca- 
llslleally low, Iho president of the Chi- 
c a g o Park District, Patrick L. 
O'Mallcy, said Monday. 


O'Mallcy, responsible for the oper- 


ation of Soldier Field In Chicago, pre- 
dicted that the price tag on the pro- 
posed 80,000-scat stadium will be at 
least $40 million. 


"The cost will be not less than $40 


million, and that Is for an open-air 
stadium with no special Interest that 
a multi-purpose stadium would have," 
O'Mallcy told The Herald. 


THE BEARS ARE under contract to 


play their 1075 and 1976 home games 
In Soldier Field. But by 1077, team 
owner George Halas says he hopes to 
open the season in a new stadium 
next to Arlington Park Race Track. 


Because of the cost, and the fact 


that similar stadiums across the na- 
tion loso money each year, O'Mallcy 
said ho suspects the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights will not Issue tax-free 
municipal bonds to construct tin stad- 
ium. 


At the same time, significant renova- 


tion or the rebuilding of Soldier Field 
Is out of the question before 1077 at the 
earliest, bo said. 


HALAS IS dissatisfied with the 


33,000-soat capacity at Soldier Field 
and other facilities at the aging lake- 
front stadium. And despite skepticism 
in some quarters that Halas is serious 
about the proposal to move the Bears 
to Arlington Heights, O'Mallcy says ho 
believes the plan is for real. 


"George needs a stadium seating 


capacity of not less than 75,000 hi or- 
der to keep ticket prices where they 
are now and to satisfactorily finance 
h I s professional 
football team," 


O'Mallcy said. 


"Ideally, I think ho would like to 


find a group willing to finance the sta- 
dium In Chicago. But falling this, ho
